Even if the amendment were entered, the claims are not in condition for allowance because claim 1 is still met by Miner. As described, Bill 
can call up the assistant (interaction manager) and request a session (part a) (Col 1 1 , lines 42-49). Selection criteria such as who Bill 
wants to reach is played (part b) (Col 11, lines 51-52). Determining access rights of the caller and determining if a token is associated 
with the caller (parts c and d) are met when Bill provides a password authenticating himself (Col 1 1 , lines 57-64) The selection criteria is 
adjusted based on the token to control'access to the callee after Bill authenticates himself and says "Gregg" (part e) (Col 12, lines 23-34). 
If Gregg is on the phone, access to Gregg's voicemal is granted based on Bill's selection criteria of saying Gregg (part 0 (Col 12, lines 23- 
34). 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 5 and 8 have not been considered because a change of scope is present in the amended 
claims. 
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
